PROVISION TRADE. 

The New York Balletin comments on the 
provision market as follows: 
considerable figuring up 
of the exports jaiely, and it has been found 
that large amounts have gone abroad, and 
that shippers have still more to receive, and 
this, with strong and advancing Western 
markets, appear to be the imain stimulating 
influences, coupled to some extent with an 
impression that an improving consumptive 
demand is near at hand. It is uot difficult, 
however, to find operators expressing opin- 
ions strongly adverse to the present advance 
as coming entirely too early in the season, 
and likely to result eventually im a disastrous 
reaction if carried much further. 

The ground ts taken that, although the ex- 
ports have indeed reached liberal aggregates, 
they are pot in proportion to the increased 
production, present and prospective; that 
purchases were made ynly because the goods 
were considered cheap, and shat, even with 
this in view, shippers have not been able to 
forward supplies for weeks except at a loss ; 
that an addition to the cost will undonbt- 
otty check ihe demand, domestic and for- 

eign, while it at the saine time stimulates 
farmers to send ijn their hogs with greater 
freedom, and may even increase the estimated 
amount of crop in numbers as well as weight 
In the above connection it may be noted that 
in our market, during the entire past week, ex- 
porters have operated moderately, and only on 
positive orders; the home trade has taken but 
few goods, and merely those that were almost 
gure to be wanted, and that whenever a good 
bona fide call for actual stock was made, every- 
thing wanted was immediately forthcoming. 
On the speculative mov ements we know of 
some instances where sales at prices current 
before the rise are still unprov ided for, but 
the great bulk of the “shorts” with a liberal 
and eure profit—mess pork, for instance, in 
some case @ clean $2 per barrel—have sold 
out, and om result is that a large num- 
ber of old contracts aré.off the market, a 
position of iteelf likely to help business some- 
what. The goods now going on board, as 
well as those recently cleared, shippers are 
merely forwarding to meet short sales on the 
“other side,” and many lots, it is thought, 
will go begging for a market some time alter 
their arrival out, though if peace be as near 
at hand as it appears, and the anticipations 
of a good continental demand for provisions 
are realized, a margin may be secured soon. 

Hocs—Receipts are light and prices are 
fully majntained, There is now but one 
packing house in operation, and as a conse- 
quence but little competition, The follow- 
ing table, showing the pork-packing opera- 
tions at the points mention to January 21st, 
will be of interest:
